Botl 
of his guardians wero asleep, but ho waf 
very securely tied, and escape waa a mat 
tcr ol Impossibility. Several St. Loali 
newspaper men had boarded the .trail 
daring tbe night at Newburg, Mo., get 
ting on about midnight, and these roused 
the officers and at last got them to gel 
their prisoner np. It was some time be. 
foie this job could be accomplished 
Maxwell's shackles wero taken off bj 
one, 
and he shook himself something at 


a dog docs after coming out of the water, 
and Bald : "Well, thank God, I've had the 
last of those things on me." 
lie made as 


elaborate a toilet as the circumstances ol 
the case would (permit, and finally an. 
nounced himself ready to receive com 
psny. 
He said that he had slept badly 


during tho night, that he had dreamed a 
great deal and thought that he onght to 
take a dose of medicine. 
Be was then 


tackled by the newspaper men with the 
usual result. While the Interviews were 
going on Maxwell said to a correspond- 
ent' 
"I like to bo Interviewed, It Is

Nothing further was developed 
and the matter had ceased to be a topic 
of conversation until yesterday, when 
news icacbed here ot a bloody battle ou 
tbc Wasblta Itlvcr, Indian Territory, Iu 
which two men were killed outright and 
oibeis wounded. 


The scene of the tracedy was (it the 


ranch of Frank Murrav. The particulars 
as Icaincd aie as follows: 
\Vyatt Wil- 


liams and Vrank Murray were partners 
lu the stock business. Williams resides 
In this city, and recently constructed a 
very handsome residence one mile* north 
ol town 
Frank Murray lives In the 


Chickasaw Nation and Is a native. Our 
Informant states that several mouths ago 
Williams 4L Murray bought several hun- 
dred head of cattle and executed there- 
for their promlssoiy uote lor $00,000. 
Williams «c Murray disagreed In their 
business uansactlons, and It Is alleged 
that Wlllinms drove off aud sold a large 
number of the cattle.

The Indian Camp Meeting-. 


At the Indian camp meeting at Oak- 


land Park yesterday nothing was said 
about tbe formation of a new political 
party, and no backs were run to tbe 
grounds; in other respects it was very 
similar to tbe late prohibition camp meet- 
ing. The same price of admission was 
charged at the gate and the same num- 
bar of men were there to receive and 
count the money. Tbe merry-go-round 
perhaps didn't go round so often or so fast, 
tbe leap for life had fewer patronp, the 
boats on tbe lake were fewer in number 
and a more solemn and subdued feeling 
seemed to pervade the large crowd pres- 
ent. The band, composed of sis colored 
and two white meo, made excellent music 
at intervals during the day—albeit some 
of the tunes might be deemed a little 
worldly. The Indians—real full-blooded 
Indians of the plains—stalked about over 
the grounds dressed in gorgeous robes of 
ooflee-sacks and bright-colored bed quilts. 
At the appointed hour the speakers seat- 
ed themaelveu on the platform and were 
each introduced in turn by a man dressed 
in butternut trousers and a dirty shirt, 
who gave them a good send-on, mention- 
ing with great particularity the number 
of white people each bad massacred, and 
otherwise extoling their great deeds aud 
bravery as good Indians. Mr. Eollalo 
Tail, a very, red-faced Arrapahoe, was 
the principal talker. No fault could be 
found with his theology. He spoke in 
his native tongue and his words were in- 
terpreted by a German (who has married 
into his tribe) to the dirty shirt gentle- 
man, 
who in turn gave the discourse to 


the audience in intelligble English. | It 
is dati to our readers to state ri<rht here 
that oar reporter was probably the 
only white person in the audience 
who thoroughly understood the speak- 
er

Indian said the white people were ahead 
of the Red men now, but the Great Spirit 
bad made all people alike, and in the 
great hereafter ell would be equal.

as follows: "I am awful hungry, and I 
want some grub right away oif" 
An- 


other beautiful sentiment, as interpreted 
by the dirty shirt-man, was really this: 
"I know that man (pointing to the super- 
intendent of the street railway "I tie took 
the premium et every fair in the Indian 
Nation for his beauty1' At tbis juncture 
Mr. Bull Tail, a full brother of Sitting 
Bull, with a loud scream, made a lunge 
at a well-known New York newspaper 
man, 
and giving bim a brotherly and 


bear-like hug, claimed him as his long 
lost brothev. He said be had the very 
features, look aud walk of tbe family. 
Tears coursed down the noble lied man's 
cheeks. One of our oldest citizens assur- 
ed the Bed man that he was mistaken; 
that he knew the newspaper man well, 
and that be was born and reared in l)e- 
oatur. But Mr. B. Tail still claimed him 
as his long-lost brother, end olfcrcd bim 
9,000 ponies and any number of beauti- 
ful squaws to return to bis tribe, and 
make his home with bis own kith and km, 
where the antelope, etc, etc.

This land- 
scape la not mountainous, but la constantly 
changing under the shining clouds, tbe 
changing atmosphere and tbe different angles 
lu which the suu'a rays fall upon It. Of course 
tbe RTOIU sight hero, as on nearly all moun- 
tains, Is to see the sun rise. The morning wo 
wore there It rose oloar, but after half an hour 
passed under a cloud. Tho valley was QJIed 
with mist or clouds of varying belgbt and 
Bwiltncsflol movement. Far to tbe eastward 
I hoy were piled up like mountains and lay 
calm and motionless, while nearer to us tbe 
surluco was broken like a sea In a storm. As 
the sun rose this mighty mass cbanged from 
color to color, tbo cloud mountains wore first 
snow white which shortly changed to salmon 
yellow and then to pink, while the cloud bil- 
lows wore all atlamo wltb the varied hues of 
tbe rainbow. As the aun rose higher It made 
a golden pathway through that enchanted 
oloudland, loading up to Itself. Every earthly 
sight and Hound wee hidden and silenced. We 
were plnnacicd alone in tho heavens. The 
earth was below us. All tbe sights we beheld 
wore pore and beautiful. A thousand angel 
bands seemed to beckon us to tho life and land 
that Is bettor. It was like the drawing near of 
a redeemed soul to the preclnots of heaven.

The quota- 
tions were constantly being changed 
on the blackboards" by small boys,

"About thirty, I should think. 
Most 


of them are right down here, in thu 
verritcry bounded by Broadway, Wall 
street, Broad street and Beaver street. 
There are a few up-towu, however. 
Two or three have fine quarters in 
hotr-h. There arc some elegantly fi:r- 
nMicd 'bucket-shops' which have only 
ladies for customers. These ladies aro 
reckless and persistcut gamblers, and 
many of them arc so respectably con- 
nected ihat they dare not 'kick' when 
they losa their money." 


"\Vhut is the smallest investment 


that a bucket-shop will accept?" 


"Some bucket-shops 
will issue a 


ticket for two dollars, others for not 
le^s than five. K\cept in the cases of 
mere boys, ten dollars is usually the 
smallest amount staged. You can buy 
an option on one hundred shares of 
stock for ten dollars. 
The banker 


charges you onc-oiglith per cent, for 
buying and one-eighth for selling, con- 
sequently that is one-quarter per cent, 
deducted at the outlet from your mar- 
gin. 
If you only have ten dollars up 


on one hundred shares of stock for a 
rise, aud the stock drops three-quarters, 
you aro wiped out. Oh! it's a great 
scheme. 
Une interesting feature of the 


bucket-shops is that you find them in 
such out-of-the-way places sometimes. 
1 once stumbled across a bucket-shop 
iu a room ten feet square, on the sev- 
enth lloor of a building. It was patron- 
ixetl exclusively by messenger boys and 
brokers' clerks." 


"When a patron considers that he 


has not been treated fairly, is thero no 
means of his getting redress?" asked 
Timothy, thinking of his own case 
aud that of Rose. 


"Well, as near as I can find out, re- 


plied the veteran, "there appears to 
be no law which ran reach their pe- 
culiar style of business.

They 
hail iu> money to pay debts, but it was 
noticeable that none of the retiring 
bankers went very far iu the direction 
of the poor-house. These 'retirements' 
or 'suspensions' arc usually caused by 
the awakening of the customers to the 
crooked ways of doing business. 
The 


suspended 'bucket-shop' is generally re- 
opened under 'some new name. The

EXPLOSIVE DUST. 


A Well-Defined Belief That Coal l>ust I 


the Cause of Colliery Explosions. 


Explosions in flour mills have had it. 


numerous instances a well-ascertaincc 
cause iu the presence of an impalpable 
dust floating in the interior of the mill 
This dust, mixed with heated air in 
confined and unventilated spaces, ha 
taken fire, whether from a match care 
lessly struck, from a lamp or fron 
sparks emitted by the machinery, nuc 
when thus ignited lias proved as d 
structivo as gunpowder. But the the 
ory that a similar cause may exist fo 
explosions iu collieries is a compara 
lively new ono, and owes its rise to th 
marked resemblance betwer-a flour mil 
explosions—notably those which oc 
currcd at Minneapolis some time ago— 
and the disasters of like charade 
which so often take place in coa 
mines, and are attended with such pe 
culiar and distressing fatality. The 
suggestion of an identity of cause n 
these two classes uf casualties bus lee 
to numerous experiment in Knglanc 
and on tho continent cl Huropi-, HDL 
the results have been such a.s to lead u 
a well-defined belief I'int coal dii'-t, in 
stead of the carburatud hydrogen g» 
commonly known a' fire-damp, H tin 
principal source of ,,'olliery explos'um.- 
It was lound that the dust ol curtail 
kindj of coal wss highly explosive 
while that of otl.er varieties showei 
less liabilitv, and some none :it all, bu 
that even where lire-damp was the chie 
source of the disaster it was greatly ag 
gravated by the presence of coal dust 
The experimertswere made by English 
I-rench and Prussian scientists, and tlu 
English and Prussian reports agrei 
substantially in the conclusion lha 
ooal dust J« tho principal agency it 
colliery explosions. So generally 
this view adopted in England that : 
coroner's jury, in their verdict upoi 
the Usworth Mine explosion, by whicl 
some forty lives were lo^t, declared i 
as their opinion that "the explosion 
was caused by n shot, the fire of whiel 
acted upon the coal dust and a sma" 
percentage of g;is." The French ob 
servers aro inclined to doubt whethei 
coal du=t alone is liable to explode 
however line or highly heated: bu 
they r.dmit that it increases the de 
structive effect of a fire-damp cxnlo 
sion.—London Pall Mall Ua:ctu:

Ages ago the sun saw the beginning' 


of tennis. 
It is not 
quito 
certaii 


whether it was on the banks of tin 
Nile or the Ganges, or at Nineveh: bu 
somewhere this same sun saw a grou) 
of half-naked, bronze-limbed youngster^ 
throwing balls or dried gourds baek 
aud forth, using their hands for bats 
And doubtless having quite as mucl 
fun, after a barbarous fashion, as wr 
have 
nowadays 
with cork-liaudlei 


Franklin rackets, regulation balls, and 
a set of printed rules. 


Generations rolled by, however, be- 


fore the pioneers of tennis had them- 
selves carved on stono slabs, and « 
other ages before Gordiau III. am 
Marcus Aurelius Antoninus bad coin> 
struck, in honor of the Pythian Apollo, 
bearing 
devices 
which 
represented 


athletes sen-ing and returning balls, 
and using their hands as rackets. 


Even at that early day it was found 


desirable to protect the baud by mean; 
of gauctlets, but it was not until the 
fourteenth century, so far as can bi 
ascertained, that bats or rackets wore 
invented, and the game grew into some- 
thing no altogether unlike that which 
is played to-day. 


The regular tennis court of the mill 


die ages was a very elaborate affair, 
with divisions and galleries aud rail- 
ings and "peut-houso roofs," and a 
carefully laid stone pavojieut, all of 
which made it a very costly game to 
play, and only Kings and the richest 
of the nobility could have tennis courts 
of their own. These courts nce.d not 
be described here, but thev were not 
unlike the lawn courts of to-day in si/.e 
and shape. At first there was a line 
stretched across tho middle; then a 
fringe was added to this line, and by 
the beginning of the last century (A. 
D. 1700) the not was adopted much as 
at present used. 


The method of counting, too, was 


not unlike that followed in our mod- 
ern lawn tennis.— CAar/cs L. Nort 
in St. A'ic/toln.t.
